Dealers and Brokers 


Voluntarily Agree to 


Stabilize Prices During War. 


AN FRANCISCO, March 1.— 
Speculation and profiteering 
were eliminated from the grain 

business in California today by a 
voluntary agreement between grain, 
hay and feed dealers and brokers, 
through the California Feedstuffs 
Committee, and the United States 
Food Administration, it was an- 
nounced here tonight by Food Com- 
missioner Ralph P. Merritt. 

Hereafter the prices of coarse 
grains and other feedstuffs will rep- 
resent the average cost to the dealer 
from the producer. according to Mr. 
Merritt, plus a reasonable margin of 
profits. Resales between dealers in 
the same class, it was said, would 
be permitted no longer. In the fu- 
ture grains, hay and feeds will fol- 
low the same line of distribution as 
other food commodities, going to the 
consumer by the shortest route and 
handled by the minimum number of 
distributors. 

The California, Feetistuffs Com- 
mittee, which was appointed by Mr. 
Merritt to frame a report on what 
constituted a reasonable profit in 
handling grain, completed its work 
late today. The report was ap- 
proved by Merritt and the grain cor- 
poration of the Food Administration, 
which also indorsed the voluntary 
agreement under which the prices of 
grain in the 2 of déalers have

At a conference on social insurance, held 
in Washington, the proceedines of which 
have recently been published as a Bulletin. 
No. 212. of the United States Bureau of 
Labor Statistics, the bill was presented and 
was discussed by a large number of repre- 
sentatives of the various interests con- 
cerned. These discussigns brought out the 
fact that the proposed legislation was op- 
posed by the national organizations most 


| intimately concerne in its working—the 


National Association of Manufacturers and 
National Association of Machine-tool Build- 
ers, and by the Americhn Federation of 
Labor. Also by the medical profession. 
Which, it is claimed, would be very com- 
pletely disorganized—or reorganized—by 
the adoption of such legislation. 

It was shown that while no exact statis- 
tics on the subject are available. a large 
proportion of wace-earners carry insurance 


‘of some sort—with the mare poorly paid 


mostly burial insurance—which is carried 
at very heavy cost In proportion to the bene- 
fits received. Group insurance, mutual 
benefit, fraternal, society and other forms of 
protection which have developed, were dis- 
cussed. Statistics were quoted, showing 
that the health and accident business of 
joint-stock insurance companies in the 
United States for the past twenty years had 
received in premiums $430.000,000, and paid 
in losses $190,000,000, making the returns 
about 45 per cent. of the cost. 

It was the belief of a number of 
speakers that the extension of present 
methods with proper adjustment might re- 
duce the cost to the insurers and be made 
far more effective than the proposed adop- 
tion of a compulsory system with state aid 


this most complicated bill, which is calcu- 
lated, we repeat, to CREATE A POLITICAL 
MACHINE which will enmesh both workers 
and employers ip a hopeless tangle. 
Already attempts have been unsuccess- 
fully made to enact a similar bill in Massa- 
chusetts and in New York. This present 
year the attempt to pass this model bill, 
somewhat modified to meet the demands of 
the Labor Federation, is to be again made 
in the New York Legislature. The agitation 
along this line is being carried on with all 
the usual propaganda devices. No doubt 
many of its advocates are sincere in believ- 
ing that such legislation will prove a pana- 
cea for poverty. Yet, as has been pointed 
out by leaders of the interests concerned, 
this bill does not cover the questions of 
the removal of poverty and the prevention 


of sickness at all—it is simply a copy of | 


legislation which has proved to be danger- 
ous in its ultimate effects in Germany. 


The voters of this State are to be called 
upon to vote on a constitutional amend- 
ment which will permit the introduction of 
a similar bill in our own Legislature. A 
State commission, after spending $20,000 in 
investigating the subject, has printed a re- 
port, recommending such legislation. Some 
of these people would be appointed on the 
State Health Insurance Commission—and 
we can hardly accept their dictum as being 
entirely disinterested. At any rate. voters 
should inform themselves before they de- 
cide to venture into the most far-reaching 
and revolutionary piece of legislation ever 
proposed in this country. Democracy itself 
is in the balance—Autocracy and Bismarck- 
ian Paternalism are at the door.

‘ome hundred and fifty-five of the 
1276 Germans. who registered as 
alien enemies recently under the 
President's proclamation have failed 
to call for their registration cards, it 
was revealed when the time for 
ceiving these cards closed last night. 
Of this 155, eighty-seven were regis- 
tered from Central Stafion, fifty from 
University; fifteen from Hollywood 
end three from East Side. 

Of the men who failed te secure 
their cards, the majority are in what 


ia termed class 3, according to the 
police registrars. These men were 
classed for reinvestigation when 
they registered, many of them hav- 
ing made errors unintentionally. 
There are ten cards yet to be de- 
livered at Central Station. Of these, 


seven go to prisoners in the County |! 


Jail, one to a prisoner in the City 
Jail and two to inmates of the 
County Hospital. 

A sweeping @und-up of those 
who have failed to secure their reg- 
istration cards will be started today 
by Chief of Police Butler and United 
States Marshal Walton. All those 
who are faund without registration 
cards will be and forced to 
explain why they have been dilatory 
in the matter. 

It ½ thought by the police that a 
large portion of the cards uncalled 
for are those belonging to Germans 
vf question, who have given the of- 
ficers false information d fed.

He 
wrote from Calexico, asking Chief 
Butler to send his registration *ard 
in care of general delivery, Calex- 
ico. This caused the police to ask 
for his arrest.
